Captain 
Tozier, who is now in San Francisco, 
has been in charge of the life saving 
service in this district for a number of 
years and he has a_ host of warm per- 
sonal friends not only in the depart- 
ment but also among the general pub- 
lie, who will regret to learn of his 


withdraygl from active service. Since 
comtiug “Wie Pace 


Tozier has materially increased the 
effectivéness of theflife saving service 
along the coast in point of establishing 
new stations and enlarging the staffs 
in charge. Altogether he has been on 
the Paeifle coast 13 years, bringing 
the revenue cutter Grant around the 
Horn from New York in 1894. Previ- 
ous to coming to the coast, Captain 
Tozier served on the great lakes for a 
number of years. 
20 years’ service on the Atlantié sea- 
board and for a time was in complete 
charge of New York harbor where the 
big liners and freighters make life 
burdensome for government officials by 
trying to anchor in Stream. Although 
Captain Tozier has not definitely de- 
cided what he will do at the present 
time, it is probable he will travel ex- 
tensively, something he has done all 
his life. Asa result of his travels he 
has collected curiosities from all parts 
of the world which form the chief ex- 
hibits in the Ferry museum at Tacoma. 
The collections valued at $100,000. 
He is interested in mines and is presi 
dent of a mining company operating in 
southern Oregon. He retires on half 
pay.
